Du ring the last fou r days of the 
week past—an AP state by state 
tally shower—1,400 new cases 
were reported. 
This brou ght the 19 49 total to 
9 ,400 cases. The figu re was more 
than half again as high as for the 
same period in 19 48, the second 
worst infantile paralysis year on 
record.* 
Notes Slackening 
In Washington, D. C., the U.S. 
Pu blic Health service said it 
noted evidence of a slackening of 
the u pward pace in the cou ntry 
as a whole. 
Pu blic health officials in hard 
hit Texas, Arkansas and Detroit 
had words of cheer. 
Dr. George Cox, state health 
officer of Texas, said he thou ght 
the disease had leveled ou t some­ 
what. 
The Lone Star state has 
had 1,218 cases throu gh Ju ne 30, 
its worse polio year. 
A “definite slowdown” was the 
way the Arkansas health depart­ 
ment described t h e situ ation 
there. Conditions in the state had 
been termed critical. There had 
been 537 cases and 32 deaths this 
year. 
This compared with 
51 
cases and no deaths last year. 
Dr. Bru ce Dou glas, city health 
commissioner of Detroit, said he 
hoped the “mild epidemic” had 
passed 
its peak. 
One hu ndred 
and thirty cases had been report­ 
ed in the Motor City this year. 
In other sections of the nation 
the reports were still ominou s: 
The su rvey showed that only in 
Indiana. Kansas and North Caro­ 
lina is the disease proving to be 
highly fatal. 
Abou t one case in ten died 
the three states.

ALLERGY or hypersen sitiv ity 
is rapid ly becomin g on e of tod ay’s 
foremost med ical/ problems. It is 
estimated that in the Un ited 
States alon e there are between 14 
an d 20 million people who suffer 
from on e or an other of its v aried 
forms—hay fev er, asthma, hiv es 
or excruciatin g migrain e head ­ 
aches. 
Though allergy has its roots in 
in d iv id ual make-up, d octors to­ 
d ay believ e that there are certain 
v uln erable period s in life when 
it is more likely to d ev elop than 
at other times. 
If these period s 
can be guard ed again st, allergy 
may n ev er d ev elop ev en though 
the in d iv id ual has a pred ispos­ 
ition toward it.

Befo re Birth 
It has been stated that allergies 
can start in a baby ev en before 
birth, because of food s which the 
expectan t mother in clud es in her 
d iet. Thus it is importan t for 
mothers to av oid ov er-in d ulgen ce 
in an y on e particular food an d to 
employ a well-balan ced d iet. 
Durin g in fan cy or d urin g ill­ 
n ess, the d ev elopmen t of allergy 
may occur because of un d ue* ex­ 
posure to substan ces which com­ 
mon ly 
prod uce ov ersen sitiv ity, 
such as feather pillows or stuffed 
toys. 
There would appear to be some 
ten d en cy for allergy to run in 
families. In such cases, it would 
seem importan t to protect the 
child by usin g rubber mattresses 
an d pillows to replace cotton an d 
feather stuffin g, an d to hav e fur­ 
n iture mad e of wood , metals or 
plastics in stead of other types of 
materials. The rugs should be 
tightly wov en so that a great d eal 
of lin t wiU n ot be formed . 


Con tact with an imals, such as 
cats or d ogs, may sometimes be 
respon sible for allergic symptoms 
While it is true that in some 
cases allergy becomes less sev ere 
as the child grows old er, in the 
majority of in stan ces this d oes n ot 
occur. Therefore, it is importan t 
to hav e the child carefully stud iec 
by a d octor as soon as an y symp­ 
toms of allergy d ev elop. 
The 
physician will make a check-ur 
to d etermin e the substan ces tc 
which the child may be sen sitiv e 
so that they can be elimin ate« 
from his d iet or con tact with therr 
can be prev en ted . Sometimes i 
is possible to d esen sitize the chile 
by giv in g him in jection s of grad 
ually-in creasin g amoun ts of sub 
stan ces to which he reacts. 
Helpful Drugs 
There are a n umber of d rugs 
av ailable, kn own as an ti-hisia- 
min es, which are helpful in the 
treatmen t of allergies. 
It is 
thought that an excessiv e amoun t 
of histamin e is formed in the b o d y 
d urin g an allergic attack an d the 
an ti-histamin es ten d to n eutral­ 
ize the excessiv e histamin e an c 
lessen the symptoms. The physic­ 
ian will d ecid e as to the d rug to 
be employed in each case. 
Allergy should n ev er be n e­ 
glected , sin ce with proper treat­ 
men t it often can be elimin ated 
or, at least, relief from the symp­ 
toms can be obtain ed .

If it s not 
carelessness in hou sekeeping, it s 
carelessness in constru ction or 
“ju st in general u se of the home,” 
according to Dorothy Downs, who 
is associated with the Firemen’s 
Mu tu al 
Insu rance 
Company 
Prov idence, R. I. 
Althou gh women do the hou se 
keeping, Miss Downs does not 
mean that they are primarily re 
sponsib le for home fires. Bu t, she 
adds, the natu re of their hou se 
keeping work giv es them the 
greatest opportu nity for eradicat 
ing many of the common fire 
hazards.

Miss Downs 
warns against throwing water on 
b u rning oil or grease b ecau se that 
wou ld spread the flame. 
Cu rtains and towels constitu te 
another kitchen fire hazard. Any 
comb u stib le cloth or paper shou ld 
b e kept away from stov es, stov e 
pipes and radiators. 
Other hou sekeeping su ggestions 
made b y Miss Downs are to get 
rid of oily rags, not pu t them 
where they might catch fire b y 
spontaneou s ignition; u se non­ 
flammab le cleaning flu ids, not 
flammab le cleaners or gasoline 
u se safety matches only and keep 
them away from children; b e 
carefu l not to spill loose du sts 
su ch as flou r, cornstarch or dirt 
into a fireplace, fu rnace or other 
controlled flame, and don’t allow 
comb u stib le ru b b ish to accu mu ­ 
late. 
Miss Downs recommends that 
men watch ou t for stru ctu ra 
hazards. She says most b u ilding 
codes in progressiv e commu nities 
prohib it the u se of flammab le 
roof shjngles, which hav e a fire 
record so b ad “hardly anyone to­ 
day wou ld think of u sing them.” 
Fire-resistant roofing su ch as 
asphalt shingles is su ggested in­ 
stead. 
Other stru ctu ral fire hazards 
are dirty chimneys and heating 
eq u ipment and ov erloaded wir- 


ing, with too many lamps and 
electrical appliances b eing u sed 
at the same time. 
Ov erworked 
motors, defectiv e electrical ap­ 
pliances and 
frayed electrical 
cords also are major cau ses of 
fire. 
“Keep all hou sehold equ ipment 
in the same safe operating con­ 
dition as the family au tomob ile,” 
Miss Downs adv ises.

LINCOLN MAY 
OPPOSE TAFT 


Farm Bureau Insurance 
Head Say s He May Get 
In GOP Primary 


By REED SMITH 
COLUMBUS, Aug. 8—(AP)— 
Murray D. Lincoln 
may run 
against U. S. Senator Robert A. 
Taft in the Republican primary 
nex t y ear. 
, 
“I’m considering it seriously ,” 
the 57-y ear-old president of the 
Farm Bureau Insurance com­ 
panies said in an interview to 
day . 
Lincoln’s remark caused sur­ 
prise in Ohio’s capital. Although 
he is a registered Republican, 
Lincoln for weeks has been men­ 
tioned as a possible Democratic 
opponent for the Republican sen­ 
ator. 
The Democrats, spurred by the 
intense desire of labor leaders to 
remove the co-author of the 
Taft-Hartley act from the sen­ 
ate, are looking about for a candi­ 
date who might beat Taft. 
Labor spokesmen first injected 
Lincoln’s name into the sena­ 
torial race speculation at the rec­ 
ent meeting of Democratic leaders 
in Des Moines, Iowa. 
Came To Him 
Lincoln, who has never sought 
public office and still isn’t sure 
he wants to, said of the labor 
spokesmen’s suggestion: 
“They came to me. Some lib­ 
erals say they will support me ” 
He did not identify them. 
Lincoln said top labor leaders 
offered him their support if he 
would become a senatorial candi­ 
date. He hopes to give them an 
answer before long. They , too, 
were not identified.. 
“Whatever I tell them prob­ 
ably won’t be made public for 
some time afterwards,” Lincoln 
remarked. 
Lincoln graduated from Ohio 
Farm Bureau work to head the 
Cooperative Life, Fire and Auto 
Insurance firms. 
He 
a dm i t s 
some farmers don’t approve all 
of his ideas but is confident of 
substantial agricultural backing. 
Organized labor has marned 
Taft as its No. 1 target for poli­ 
tical oblivion. Union spokesmen 
have ex pressed belief a farmer- 
labor coalition could do it. They 
apparently see in Lincoln a can 
didate who could command suf­ 
ficient 
farm-labor 
support 
to 
give Taft a real race. 
Lincoln professes admiration 
for Taft as a man and concedes 
he will be no push-over. Lin­ 
coln also knows that labor doesn’t 
subscribe to all his ideas. 
“But they think enough of them 
to urge me to run,” Lincoln add­ 
ed.
